of the officials, as fur as equid discover, 
for the men at work were all men of on 
alien tongue, inasmuch as many of thein 
were either from Kiangsu or Hanim, 
whilst » few of the lawer coolio class were 
fron Kwangeai. There wero havdly any 
Kwangtungites employed. * Moreover, 
foreigners haye had nothing to do with 
the venture in any way, and from the 
inception of the - works till to-duy, 
native knowledge and talent have been 
relied upon. The machinery for the smelt- 
ing furnaces hus all beon mado in Shanghai, 
under native superintendence, and though 
seme of the doors and parts of the furnaces 
seemed to Inck finish, thero is no doubt 
that thoy sorve their purpose well enough, 
At least for the present. It was said that 
about onc hundred men of all classes wero 
employed upon the premises, and they 
were also all housed there, according tn 
Chinese ideas, and were fed froma comnan 
table, as wns witnessed by the_noabie 
dimensions of the common cookin house, 
Thero inust, however, be other idens 
in the minds of the promoters of this 
enterprise, for other sheds are being. pnt 
up and other furnaces are being huilt, 
which, if devoted to the sniclting of this 
one metal, will presently furnish a guod 
deal for the market, Perhaps what is of 
greater import still ix tho assurance that 
this one snelting works, if it pays anything, 
will be a splendid object lesson, and will 
incite the moneyed classes or the officials,
